Head  Coach  Glenn  Davis  leads  the  Wolfpack 
into  the  season  facing  the  daunting  task  of  re- 
building the  roster.  Co-Lin  (9-2)  put  together  a 
run  to  the  State  Championship  game  last  year  be- 
fore falling  31-17  to  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast.  Get- 
ting back  there  will  be  difficult  with  the  gradua- 
tion of  a  talented  sophomore  class.  He's  been  up 
to  the  task  before,  with  two  of  his  six  seasons  end- 
ing in  national  rankings.  The  Wolves  finished  last 
season  ranked  No.  13  and  were  No.  6  in  2006. 

The  Wolfpack  come  into  the  2011  season 
ranked  No.  19  in  the  NJCAA  poll  behind  South 
Division  powerhouses  Mississippi  Gulf  Coast 
(No.  2)  and  Pearl  River  (No.  8)  and  North  Divi- 
sion foes  Northwest  Mississippi  (No.  9)  and  East 
Mississippi  (No.  16). 

Offensively,  the  Wolves  lost  several  key  skill 
position  players,  including  quarterback  Percy 
Turner  who  passed  for  18  touchdowns  and  nearly 
2,000  yards  last  year. 

The  leading  candidates  to  fill  Turner's  shoes 
are  a  pair  of  incoming  freshmen  in  Brookhaven 
Academy's  Chandler  Rogers  (6'3,  200)  and  Bas- 
trop (LA)  standout  Darren  Anderson. 

Rogers  led  the  state  with  3,002  passing  yards 
and  31  touchdown  passes,  to  go  with  a  60  percent 
completion  rate.  He  added  824  yards  rushing  with 
17  scores  for  the  Cougars. 

Anderson  will  also  see  action  at  the  receiver  po- 
sition. 

At  running  back,  Joel  Davis  of  Natchez  (5'9, 
185)  and  Danny  Hobbs  of  Mendenhall  (5'10,  190) 
are  solid  returners.  Davis  led  the  Wolves  with  540 
yards  on  the  ground  and  six  touchdowns. 


Up  front,  the  offensive  line  will  have  to  "grow 
up"  fast.  Josh  Young  of  Starkville  (6'2,  300)  is  the 
only  returning  starter  from  last  year's  offensive 
line.  He  is  solid,  but  surrounding  talent  could 
come  from  new  players  such  as  Franklin  County's 
Demechery  Hickingbottom  and  Preston  Shelton 
along  with  Sam  Ballard  of  Brookhaven. 

"Josh  is  a  solid  player  for  us",  said  Davis.  "We'll 
count  on  some  new  faces  up  front,  but  we  feel 
good  about  what's  there.  We  also  have  a  couple 
solid  backs  returning  who  we  expect  to  play  well." 

At  receiver,  Santarious  Pollard  of  Natchez  (5'1 1, 
175)  and  Stefon  Walker  of  Mendenhall  (5' 11, 180) 
both  return  after  filling  reserve  roles  a  year  ago. 
Also  vying  for  playing  time  at  receiver  are  Alonzo 
Lewis  of  LaPlace,  La.  (6'3, 201)  and  Devonte  Scott 
ofFerriday,  La.  (5'11,  185).

Billups  of  Alliceville,  Ala.,  Jerrell  Jordan  of  Alta  Vis- 
ta, Va.,  and  Jordan  Black  of  Valdosta,  Ga.

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Welcome  to  Wolfpack  Baseball  and  Sullivan  Field 


The  Wolfpack  play  their 
home  games  on  beautiful  Sul- 
livan Field.  Sullivan  Field  is 
located  on  the  campus  of  Co- 
piah-Lincoln Community  Col- 
lege. The  immaculate  kept  dia- 
mond is  in  playing  shape  at  all 
times  of  the  year.  College  and 
high  school  games  are  played 
on  Sullivan  Field  during  the 
school  year.  Summer  finds 
the  field  hosting  Co-Lin  Base- 
ball Camps,  American  Legion 
games  and  Boys  State. 

The  turf  on  the  playing  sur- 
face is  bermuda.  During  the 
playing  season  it  is  overseeded 
with  a  perennial  ryegrass.  The 
cutting  heights  vary  during  the 
course  of  the  year,  but  it  is  al- 
ways cut  like  a  carpet.  A  sand  and  clay  mixture  makeup  the  dirt  area  of  the  infield.  It  is  topdressed  with 
Crimson  Stone  to  give  it  a  perfect  playing  surface. 

Dimensions  of  Sullivan  Field  are  330  down  the  left  field  line,  335  down  the  right  field  line  and  385 
to  center  field.  The  replacement  of  the  8'  wooden  outfield  wall  was  completed  prior  to  the  2009  season. 

Lighting  at  the  park  is  second  to  none.  All  lights  are  positioned  on  towering  90'  poles  that  easily  light 
up  the  playing  area  for  excellent  action  for  the  players  and  fans.  The  40'  inning-by-inning  scoreboard 
was  installed  in  1999. 

Enclosed  bullpens  can  be  found  on  the  visitors  and  home  team  sides  of  the  field.  Each  pen  has  a 
double  pitching  mound  and  catchers  boxes. 

The  stadium  at  Sullivan  Field  will  let  fans  enjoy  a  baseball  game  with  comfort,  whether  in  stadium 
seats  or  in  lawn  chairs.  The  grandstand  area  behind  home  plate  will  seat  500  while  the  bleachers  down 
the  third  base  line  will  seat  100.  Plenty  of  grassy  areas  are  also  available  for  lawn  chairs  and  blankets. 

Georgia-Pacific  and  Asa  Hardison  were  behind  the  completion  of  the  modern  press  box  facility  at 
Sullivan  Field.  It  is  completely  heated  and  cooled  as  well  as  designed  with  maximum  auditory  comforts. 
Media,  radio  crews  and  press  box  personnel  have  room  and  comfort  to  cover  Wolfpack  games. 

In  2007,  the  press  box  was  dedicated  in  honor  of  Dennis  Ray  White  of  Wesson.  White  was  a  volunteer  with 
the  Co-Lin  baseball  and  football  programs  for  13  years.  He  was  the  public  address  announcer,  filmed  games, 
kept  score,  lined  off  the  field,  and  did  other  jobs  to  assist  the  baseball  program.  White  passed  away  from  a 
lengthy  illness  in  December  of  2005. 

The  baseball  field  house,  which  was  completed  in  the  fall  of  2006,  includes  coaches'  offices,  a  spa- 
cious locker  room  and  shower  facility  as  well  as  an  indoor  hitting  facility  and  storage  area.  The  field 
house  was  a  joint  project  with  the  college  and  Georgia-Pacific. 

Restroom  and  concession  facilities  are  located  behind  the  third  base  side  of  the  field.  These  facilities 
were  built  in  order  to  let  everyone  enjoy  their  visit  to  Sullivan  Field  a  little  more.
